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Will  the  G.P.A.  Survive? 

What  good  is  the  Glen  Park  Associa- 
tion?   Why  should  it  continue  to  exist? 

"Are  you  kidding?"  remarked  Hilaritas 
K.  Bosworth,  longtime  Glen  Park  residen 
and  G.P.A.  member.     "Have  you  ever 
tried,  as  just  a  lone,  individual  cit- 
izen, to  make  an  impression  on  City 
Hall?     It's  like  in  the  Dr.  Seuss 
story,  Horton  Hears  a  Who  -  to  get 
noticed,  everyone  has  to  holler  to- 
gether.'" 

It's  true.     When  individuals  "band  to- 
gether to  deal  with  problems  of  mut- 
ual concern,   their  combined  strength 
often  makes  impressions  where  the  lone 
voice  could  not  make  a  dent.     For  ex- 
ample ,  the  Glen  Park  Branch  Library 
was  saved  again  this  year- -but  it  took 
the  combined  efforts  of  many  individ- 
uals and  the  G.P.A.  and  the  Neighbor- 
hood Coalition  to  Save  the  Libraries 
to  do  it.     Also,  Glen  Canyon  Park  was 
given  some  'badly  needed  attention 
this  year  (it  still  needs  more.'), 
because  the  G.P.A.  assigned  an  officer 
to  deal  with  the  matter  when  individ- 
ual residents  could  not  get  satis- 
factory response. 

Furthermore,  matters  concerning  the 
neighborhood  are  referred  by  the  City 
to  the  G.P.A. ,  as  the  local  contact 
group,  so  that  residents  can  be  prop- 
erly informed  of  and  respond  to  matters 
which  concern  them  directly,  which 
affect  their  "home  turf".     For  example, 
the  G.P.A.   is  continuing  the  effort  to 
get. the  BART  parking  lot  dealt  with 
properly .

In  the  past  years,  problems  such  as 
outrageous  air  traffic  noise  and  in- 
appropriate downtown  Glen  Park  develop- 
ment plans  were  opposed  by  the  G.P.A. 
with  the  result  of  reducing  air  traffic 
over  Glen  Park  and  street  traffic  and 
conjestion  in  Glen  Park.

There  were  recently  several  sep- 
arate incidents  of  vandalism  on 
Chenery  Street.     Windshield  wipers 
were  broken  off  of  cars,  a  store  window 
was  smashed,  trees  were  damaged  and 
destroyed.     In  each  of  these  cases,  the 
"malicious  mischief"  occurred  between 
12:00  midnight  and  3:00  a.m.  Sunday 
morning.     Neighbors  who  awoke  and  wit- 
nessed the  events  stated  seeing  "wierd- 
os,"  "a  crazy  guy,"  "a  number  of  drunken, 
young  men"  doing  the  damage. 

What  can  be  done  about  such  destructive 
behavior?    What  can  we  do  to  protect 
ourselves  and  our  property?  Officer 
Peter  Maloney,  the  Community  Services 
Officer  at  the  Ingleside  Police  Station 
stated  that  people  should  report  these 
activities  immediately.     The  moment  you 
notice  that  something  is  happening,  call 
Police  Communications  at  553-0123,  and 
a  radio  car  will  be  promptly  dispatched. 
In  this  way,  there  is  a  chance  that  the 
vandals  will  get  caught. 

Officer  Maloney  also  suggested  that 
neighbors  get  together  to  form  SAFE 
Block  Clubs.     By  organizing,  neighbors 
learn  how  to  prevent  crime  and  vandalism 
and  to  deal  with  it  when  it  does  occur. 
Crime  rates  have  dropped  up  to  30%  in 
areas  with  Project  SAFE  Block  Clubs,  he 
stated.
